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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed changes to claims 39,40 raise new issues. 
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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner does not agree with Applicant's 
arguments regarding Foster with respect to the use of a control signal. Reference is made to figure 5 wherein a control signal is sent to a 
pacemaker to disable part of its circuitry. In view of the operation of the circuitry in figure 5, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the 
art to slightly expand the blanking period in order to ensure proper system operation. It should be noted that Foster does disclose that the 
activation of the Rf pulses to the patient doesn't start at the same time that the control signal is sent but a time period afterwards and 
therefore, the system is capable of expanding the balnking period to include a few seconds before the Rf pulses are applied to the patient. 
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
